its Fountain. The Dutt or specus is 2 \ foot broad, 4J- high, 
and thick in the lides 2$, admitting in divers places an aperture 
or Breath-hk made of Topbm x\ foot fquare : and is fuftein'd 
by fquare Piles of Brick, 8 foot tnic><, well cemented 
and inwardly polifht - ? and coverd with an Arc of the fame 
matter 1 2 foot over. 

2 The fecond Diflertation, which treats of Aqua Mania and 
Claudia, is opportunely prefac t with the meafure of the Old 
Roman Foot : which this Learned Italian after ts to be the Pa 
Ca.irolmm, that L. P*^ procur d, more than an hundred years 
fince, to be expreft on a marble Table in the Capitol, toge- 
ther with the Roman Palm of nine inches, and the Canna Ar- 

ebilcUomca of tell Palm/, and the Dcamp.da or Rod of tea Poor. 

Our Author comparing the two laft together, found the Mt- 
dew or /hchitecliwic Palm to make near 9 h inches of the Ancient 

Roman Foot, the Canna Strihitethmca reaching to 7) FvH of the

to the length of an old Roman mik y as /'. Pattm computed, lint 
the meafure of the Pes Capitolinw on the niarb e Table fore- 
mention'd, (and not the Print of it p. 8 8 ./-. P*ti demenfutts y 
toofcanty by \ of an inch, ) is fufficiently confirmed by three 
wynted BrajL-Feet found in different places, and by feveral Bricks, 
carrying one Foot m length, and an half m bredth, taken up 
from the Ruins in Via ojiien'i and m divers other places.

Wherefore this Capital Foot ought to be pr«fer*dd fanto the 
rude Draughts on the Monuments of the v ancient Arcbinff*, M. 

zsEbHum, T. Stattlws, and i «. CoJJ'uttm j which laft is taken for 
the wry Roman Foot by the honor of ourNati6n Dr. John 
Greaves. Yet this, as well as the Statilian, falls (hort of the 
Capitol- Foot by near 4 part of an inch, whereas the ^Ebutian is 
about as much too large- Moreover the ViUafyanJine Module^ 
argued loofely and inverlly from the Content of the V<$afian- 

Gmgim^ exceeds by \ of an Inch the Capitoline or True Roman

Agger, Yet (Rom, amplitude) Rcme taken with all its Suburbs , 

according to the fame Pliny and to this Diljmator , made a 
wide Circuit of I XX.
